Tke Opening Speech* 

"What ia It liko ? Anything liko boor, 
lor instance V" No. It's moro liko tho 
consistcucj- of rrhoy — tiio vapid outjiut of 
u weak and expiring Ministry. It is quite 
true that Union with Canada has dono tho 
ProrinoQ good, and promises to do moro. 
But it does Hoem queer that a Government 
composed of men -who, with a single ex- 
ception, opposed that Union to tho last, 
should Tenturo to congratulate the coun- 
' try upon tho beneficial results. Tho 
gloomy prognostications about tho failure 
of Rresponsiblo Govornment may not 
have boon realized, although its aduHiiis- 
tration has boon very far from giving gen- 
eral satisfaction. But words of triumph- 
ant congratulation on that score, unac- 
companied by confession, sounds strange- 
ly, indeed, from lips tho loudest in do- 
nouneing that form of administration. 
The Speech is chiefly remarkable for Trliat 
isn't in it. What little it does contain is 
old and has long been baforo tho country, 
has been advocated by the very men to 
•whom the present Ministers are opposed. 
In sober truth, tho Governmont cannot 
lay claim to one original political idea, 
much loss one new measure. In assuring 
tho country that "economy" has liren 
pushed to the verge of "inefficiency" in 
the public service is simply to repeat tho 
stale clap-trap of last session. "Inofii- 
oiency" there undoubtedly is in plenty; 
but it certainly cannot bo chargoalilo to 
"economy." Pow persons, wo apprehend, 
expected that tho farcical attempt of tho 
Government to got a feasible tender for 
tho Dry Dock would lead to any practical 
results. Fewer still, we imagine, 
have any faith in tho scliomo 
promised for that object. To expect 
either a liberal or efficient land system at 
tho hands of t'lio present administration 
would bo scarcely less foolish than to 
look for a hittor 'fountain to send forth 
sweet water. Irrigation and dyking would, 
it is to bo suspected, never have been pro- 
mised had Ministers seriously contem- 
plated remaining in office lon'g enough 
to fulfil the promise; for wo have excel- 
lent reason for believing that thoy have not 
mastered tho raidimonts of a most dilli- 
cult subject. Why, wo would liko to bo 
informed, should tho subject of Immigra- 
tion be "extremely difllcult ?" If, as wo 
believe, "the Province is on the eve of 
rapid and energetic strides in the path of 
dovolopmout,|and consequent prosperity," 
nobody is in danger of attributing that 
circumstance to tho advent to power of 
men who did their best to avert a condi- 
tion duo to tho constitutional changes 
they opposed. But what about the emi)ty 
treasury they found running over a year 
ago? On that imijortant topic the speech 
is conveniently and, doubtless, discreet- 
ly, silont. Upan tho wliolo, tho Hiiecch 
is remarkably lamo, and will certainly 
not help tho Ministry. If it wore the 
most ablo State document ever issued it 
couldn't save them. 



Canada Pacific Railway. 

An article recently appeared in tha 
Monetary 7'i;«f;.s' attacking tho standing and 
financial ability of tho too Canadian Com- 
panies chartered last session with a view 
to undertaking tho Pacific Eaihvay. An 
Ontario contomiDorary replies to tho article 
which it does not hesitate to say h.i.s hjon 
written in the interest of Jay Cooke fur th.) 
purpose of damaging an" enterprise re- 
garded with ill concealed jealousy. In 
tho course of its reply, our contemporary 
Bays: — 

"It is not correct to say tho Canadian 
Companies are devoid of capital, and must 
resort to ruinous nets to obtain it. Almo.st 
every person connected witli oitlior com- 
pany is a wealtliy man, and can r.;Tord to 
tako stock to iv consiileratjlo luiioiuit, 
varying from one tliousand dollars to lialf 
u millioa. lieaides, if tlieae two companies 
unite to form one strong company, as thoy 
must in order to succeed, they can com- 
mand as much money as they pleaso in tho 
best money markets of tho world. .All 
the_v roijuirejin the first placo is to dopo.sit, 
moro as a guar.intoo of good faith than 
anytliing else, a million dollars with the 
Kecoivor Clonoral. Tlioycan then issue 
bonds to tho extent of fifty or seventy-five 
niillinns of dollars on tho security of the 

• railway ami tho largo land grant of fifty 
millions (if acres; and tlicro could ho 110 
dilllculty in dis])osing of those, liolh bo- 
causo of the intrinsic valuo of the .seccrity 
and because of tlu! increased value f,'ivcn to 
bonds by tho Govornment bonus of from 
twenty to twenty-fivo millions of dollars. 
With tho substantial aid granted by Par- 
liament, tho Company would have no 
need of Imiiucing, no need of resorting to 
quostionalili! nx])edients, which must in 
tho end result in disaster ami llniincial 
ruin. The capitalists of liomhiii w(nil(l 
bo only too glad to buy up the bonds of 
the Company to any reasonable extent, 
say Bovonty-fivo miflions. T.et il-.n cost 
of tho road be estimated at S IilO,000,()00, 
tako oir from this 320,()U0,OUO, the Govern- 
ment bonus. It would not bo unrenson- 
ablo to expect to realize 10,000,000 from 
tho sale of tho lands. Tho lino would 
only then require ultimately to pay divi- 
dends and interest on $40,0*00,000, or two- 
fifths of tho cost of construction. It is 
certainly not oxtravagaut to expect that 
it will bo ablo to do that." 

There can bo no doubt as to tlio ability 
of these companies jointly to successful- 
ly undertake tho work. But tho dilUculty 
appears to be of quite another kind— 

^ getting them to amalga:nalo.

SECOND SESSION. 

TuESDAT.Deo. 17, 1872. 

Long before tho lionr fixed forinoeting 
bad arrivotl.tliolinll was crowded withsixuv 
tiitors, among whom woro many ladie.i. 
Amongst tlioso proaont wcro Jlrs. Trutcli, 
Sr., Mrs. ,T. W. Trutc]i, Miss Pindcr, 
tlio Bislipp of Colunibin, and Mrs. Hills, 
and Ju.ilicos Crease und Gray in judicial 
gowns nnd wig.s. 

Pour of tlio seats woro vacant, viz.: tliat 
occupied by tho lute Mr. Jaraicson of 
Lillooet, and thoao of Mr. Mara, of Koote- 
nay, Mr. Somlin and Mr. llobinson of 
Yale, and Ifr. 0. Booth of Cariboo. 

Tho Minister.? took thoir accustomed 
seats at about '2li o'clock. They looked 
glum and castdown. Tho Premier, par- 
ticularly, looked greatly dnprossod and 
nervous — very differont, indeod, from'his 
appearance when ho mot tho House in 
February last. 

At '2],i o'clock tho Speaker took the 
Chair, and shortly afterwards Hia Honor 
tho Lieutenant-Governor, escorted by an 
Imperial force of -l.'! men nuder command 
of Lieut. ITerbart tSt. G. Shomborg, and 
supported by his Private Secretary and 
Capts. Cator and Main waring, 11. N., ."^nd 
Capt. Delacombo, 11. M.L.I. , entered tlio 
the Legislative Hall, and was received by 
the lion, members and the vast aassmblage 
of spectators, who rose to their feet to 
honor Ilor Maje.'^ty s reprosontativo in the 
nsual manner. Tho Spo?.ker vacated the 
Chair, which His Honor took and pro- 
ceeded to road the 

SPKBOQ. 

Mr. Speaker and Gentlemen of the Legisla- 
tive Assembly: — 

In calling you again together for tho 
despatch of the public Inisinoss, I rejoioo 
to bo able to congratulate you on the 
highly favorable prospects of our I'ro- 
vinco. Although tho year now rapidly 
'drawing to » closo has not with 
nessed any marked increaise in the popu- 
lation of tho country, it has been charac- 
terised by undeniable progress in many 
of the industrial resources of this Pro- 
vince. The Dominion Govorninont lias 
also prosecuted the preliminary surveys 
for the Canadian Pacific Eaihvny, with 
such energy and success, thatif any doubt 
ever esi.sted as to the certainty of the 
work of construction being undertaken 
within the time limited in tho Terms of 
Union, it can now no longer bo ontor- 
tiunod. 

Raihv.ay communicatiou with the Ean- 
tern Provinces will supply tlic great de- 
sideratum of Eritish Columbia; but long 
before the linb shall haye been completed, 
this Province will have derived benefits 
of the most substantial clu-vractor from tho 
work of construction alone, and tlio Cana- 
dian Pacitic Kaih'oad will prove in many 
ways Olio of the most activo and oiuciont 
agents in settling the Province. 

I congratulate on tho factl that far from 
the prognostications of tho failure of Re- 
sponsible Government in this -Province, 
wiiich woro indulged in at tho tinio of the 
Union liaviui,' boon verified, the adminis- 
tration of public aiTairs lias bc<>n in tho 
• main satisfactory to tho [jtcplo in gen- 
eral. 

Tho announcement wliich I have boon 
ofTicially directed to mate of the decision 
of His ]\riijosty tlio Emperor of Germany 
with respect to the disputed w.xtcr boun- 
dary between Hor Majosly'n Possessions 
and those of the Ihiited States on this 
' Coast hvs no doubl l)eeu rciKavod by you 
nsithas been rceoived by myself, in com- 
mon with all British Columbians with 
fooling of profound regret. His Majesty 
liaving been good enough to burden liim- 
Bolf as Arbitrator witli tho res'ponaible 
task of settling this dispute has in tho 
exercise of hisjudgmonl deciilcd tlin ([nos- 
tion adversely to our interests. I liave 
no doubt you fully appreciate the naturo 
and oitent of fho injury which the unfav- 
orable teriiii'iatiijn of tho case has inflict- 
ed upon this I'rovineo and the wliolo Do- 
minion, but your s'^nsc tif its iiu])ortanco 
will, I boli<n-e, lie very much mitifratod 
by the consideration that tho final ndjust- 
niont of the disputo will materially con- 
tribute to tho permanent preservation of 
friendly and liarnionious feeling liet'.veon 
our noifjhiiDrs and ( mii icl VC'S. Jn tliis 
view of tho matter, tlio iijiportaiico of thu 
loss is much iliminishod. 

An appriiiimato .'itatuniout of the Ro- 
Youue and Expondituro since tho begin- 
ning of the year, together with Estimates 
of the probable Revomio and proposed 
l']xponditure for the iie.vt fiscal ynnr, will 
bo placed boforo you at ;in early dato. In 
framing tho Lstiiiialrs, overy i)oa.sildo ef- 
fort has been rjiadeio r'Hluee tho cost of 
tho adiJiinistraiion uf the publio business 
to tho lowest praoticablo limit, beyond 
-which reduction of Expenditure ceases to 
b) justifiable, as it necessarily involves 
•woakneas and inefTieioncy in the nianage- 
nient of public afl'air.s. 

Tho clauses in the Constitution Act ro- 
speeling the rndemnity of Momhora of 
your Ilonor.abto ilouao having been re- 
pealed during last Session, a Bill will bo 
Bubmittod to you for tho purpose of pro- 
viding an TudomnityJ and Mileage allow- 
ance. 

I have much pleasure in congratulating 
you on tho success th.'it has atto.iilod (ho 
working of tho Public ScIiooIb Act pass- 
ed during tho last Session of t ho House, 
but it has boon found that, notwithstand- 
ing th'J liberal provision for the education 
of the youth of the Province, compara- 
tively fow of tho cliiklrou of flchooT ago 
attend the Public Schools. To obviato 
this very ninch to bo regretted cirouni- 
stanco, a measure will bo Biibmittcd to 
you, liaviug for its oljject tho more gonor- 
al attendance of pupils at tho Schools. 

In accordance with ft Besolution of this 
Honornblo House, a site has been soleot- 
ed as tho most suitablo for a Dry Donk at 
I'jsquinialt, the uocossary borings having 
been made, and plans and H])ecifiealion3 
of tho proposed work ])repareil, .u'coin- 
paniod by tlio Julicat informalion that 
could bo obtained on tho suhjoct. Trac- 
ings of these plans and copies of tho spo- 
oillcalions have been placed on oxhibi- 
.^QQ ia tbe.offloo ol.tbe Ag^nt-Q^iiexftl. in 



London, and of the Immigratioii • Agejit 
in San Francisco; and Tonders''f6r the 
construction of tho Dock have been in- 
vited by advortisomont in English Cana- 
dian and American papers. If no Ten- 
der aliould bo received by the Slat De- 
cember instant, which can be prudently 
rcccommendcd to the approval of your 
Honorable Body, a schem* will; bo sub- 
mitted to you to^sQcure tho biiilding of 
the Dock. 

A Bill will be submittod to you substi- 
tuting for the existing Land Laws a moa- 
suro on a sounder and more liberal "basis, 
which it is believed will bo more satisfac- 
tory to the Publio andmora. oondnoiyo to 
the speedy Bottlemenfc .fit'" tie? JPrQviiioo. 
Provision wiU also bo mado'fqr acdurate 
and oxtonsivo Surveys of those Distriobs 
in tho I'rovince most availablo for settle- 
ment, 

A Bill will ba; laid before you amend- 
ing the " Municipality Act, 1872," so as 
to meet the requirements of tho Province. 

I have observed with regret that large 
tracts of land, well adapted to the growth 
of ccroflla and other product.'!, hare been 
hitherto nnavailablo in aomo localitioa, 
owing to tho want of drainage .and dyk- 
ing, and in others through want of irri- 
gation. A Bill Avill be submitted to you, 
which, without creating a permanent 
charge upon the publio rey«nti8,' will 
greatly increase the area of liild'aTMlablo 
for agricultural purpoapa by providing 
the moans of drainage, dyking and irriga- 
tion. 

Tho extremely difficult subject of Im- 
migration has received my oarnost con- 
fiideration. In cojiseq^uanco of tho Rail- 
way clause of the terms of union prevent-' 
ing free grants of land and other equally 
insuperable dilllcnltics, no practical ro- 
suit in the way of introducing now sot- 
tlors into tho Provinco lias been attained. 

Through tliO energetic labors of tho 
Agents in London and San Francisco, 
however, much attention has been drawn 
towards the Provinco, andiiia ooufldent- 
ly anticipated that, when the difSoulties 
just ndvoriod to shall havo been removed 
by Legislative action, a vigorous and suc- 
cessful policy will be inaugurated. 

The "IMineral Ordinance, 1809," has 
boon found ill adapted to tho requira- 
nients of the Provinoo, and vou will there- 
fore bo inTited tq make Mpq iuntodments 
thereto as will fonder it iiiorb'Tisoftil^ 

A Bill will be introduced and recom- 
mended to your acceptanco, providing for 
tho taking of votes by ballot, in all Elec- 
tions of Members of your Honorablo 
House. 

A Bill will bo introduced for 4he pur- 
pose of paying Jniies in briminal oaftcs a 

proper per diem allowance; 

Tho Provinco is on the ovo of rapid and 
energetic strides in tho jintli of dcvolop- 
mont and consequent prosperity. "Wo aro 
backed by tho most ardent wishes of tho 
Dominion Government. liVe shall re- 
ceive not merely their moral support, but 
material aid. 

Peace and prosporily reign .within our 
borders, Much, however, will depend 
upon tho wisdom "and patriotism of this 
House. 

I am persuaded that your best consider- 
ation will bo bestowed upon the import- 
ant matters that will elaim your attention, 
and I fervently pray that, under the bless- 
ing of Almighty God, your wise and pa- 
triotic counsels may resultin thoadvance- 
mont of tho Province and the welfare of 
the People. 

The reading of the Bp^eoch was listened 
to attontiTely, but there' was "not a sijiglo 
cheer — not a mtirmur of approbation — 
heard. All was still and silent' as the 
grave while the reading went on.

Editor Colonist: — At tho hearing be- 
fore the Bench on Thursday last I dis- 
tinctly stated that I had been authoriaod 
by some twenty-five or twenty-six licensed 
victuallers to express their willingness to 
closo their houses during tho hours of di- 
vine service, in fact several of them aro 
closed throughout the day entirely. His 
Worship tho Mayor thereupon stated, and 
I am allowed by him to say my averment 
is correct, that he should insist on tlio 
closing of saloons, etc., during tho whole 
of tho Sabbath. 1 thereupon said, as is 
reported in your p.apor, "if Hint is your 
decision, your Worshiji, it is contrary to 
law." My dclaration brought down on 
nio tho iro of tho Court, but I still adhere 
to tho statement I made and will support 
it. Justices are not infallible. When I 
came here in 1862 I found that tho old 
Licensing Act of 9 Geo. cap. 61 bad 
been applied to this colony in part, but 
the form jirescribod hy that Act had, in 
tho supposed wisdom of the Judicature, 
been altered, dates shifted, times nuil 
periods alternated and tho Letjislal uro 
would not have Ivuown their own bantling. 
On a trial of ^Ir. Lewis Davis 1 raised llio 
objection and t'no authorities allowed the 
case to drop. 

I saj' that unless reference ia made to 
tho old Act I havo referred to, the Jus- 
tices have no right to interfere, and that 
Act directly requires iiublic houses to bo 
closed only from II to 1 ]). in. and 3 to h 
p.m. on Sundays and on Good Friday and 
tMiristmas Day ilurin}:^ those hours. 
Henco I was striclly correct in saying 
that tho judgment of tiio Court was con- 
trary to law.
